The  NWMSC  placement  ser¬ 
vice,  a  division  of  the  field  ser¬ 
vices  department,  assisted  274 
graduates  in  obtaining  positions 
this  year. 

Twelve  were  placed  in  busi¬ 
ness  teaching  in  Missouri,  five 
in  Iowa  and  one  in  Washington 
state.

Missouri  claimed  more  wom¬ 
en  physical  education  teachers 
than  its  two  neighboring  states 
of  Iowa  and  Kansas,  which  got 
two  and  one,  respectively.  Iowa 
received  15  teachers  of  men’s 
physical  education,  compared 
to  13  for  Missouri.  Twelve  were

Fall  Enrollment  to  Set 
All-Time  High  Record 

Advance  estimates  by  the  ad¬ 
ministration  show  that  the  fall 
enrollment  for  NWMSC  may 
run  to  2,564,  or  700  more  than 
the  1959  fall  enrollment.  This 
estimate  is  based  on  a  ratio  of 
advance  applications  for  ad¬ 
mission. 

Deductions  based  on  various 
ratios  show  registration  prob¬ 
ably  will  range  between  2,180 
and  2,565.  It  is  certain  that  a 
new  all-time  record  will  be  set, 
with  an  enrollment  increase  of 
15  to  25  per  cent  over  1959-60.

A  small  merry- 
go-round  has  already  been 
made.  Some  toy  wild  animals 
such  as  giraffes,  elephants, 
seals,  and  tigers  are  on  display. 
An  attractive  table  exhibit 
shows  books  about  wild  ani¬ 
mals. 

Children  in  the  second  grade 
class  are  studying  ways  a  com¬ 
munity  has  fun  and  vacations. 
The  students  have  made  a  map 
of  Maryville  showing  all  the 
parks  of  the  city. 

Make  Miniature  Park 

They  also  have  made  a  fac¬ 
simile  of  a  park.  They  used 
their  own  ideas  in  making  the 
various  objects  found  in  a  park. 
Slides  and  swings  are  made 
with  pipe  cleaners  and  alumi¬ 
num  foil.  Trees  are  made  from 
construction  paper.  Strips  of 
green  cellophane  paper  rolled 
in  balls  represent  bushes.  Peo¬ 
ple  are  made  from  modeling 
clay.  A  picnic  table  and  bench 
are  really  discarded  ice  cream 
sticks  and  spools.  A  shelter 
house  in  one  corner  of  the  park 
represents  part  of  someone’s 
toy  building  set. 

The  children  are  learning 
about  animals  and  the  zoo.  A 


bulletin  board  has  been  made 
showing  pictures  of  different 
animals. 

Third  graders  have  divided 
themselves  into  groups  to  study 
different  kinds  of  plants  and 
plant  products.  Specimens  that 
have  been  brought  into  the 
room  for  study  include  a  to¬ 
bacco  plant,  an  avocado  seed, 
beans,  a  thistle  plant  and  a 
branch  of  a  smoke  tree.

Plans  are  being  made  for  a 
trip  to  see  the  banana  plant  in 
the  college  greenhouse. 

The  fourth  grade  is  studying 
about  the  Southern  states.  In 
connection  with  this  study,  the 
students  plan  to  make  puppets 
and  depict  the  life  of  Stephen 
Foster.
